Liaoyang. 



Japanese Ambushed the Flying Foe and Wrought 
Terrible Damage, One Regiment Losing 
Half Its Strength. 



St. I'etersburg, • Sept. 4.— Gen. Kiiro 
I)ati;in, in a report dated Satiu'day, 
September '6, 7 • p. m., says that the 
greater part of his army, induding Geu." 
Stakelherg's force, wliuli succecUed 
rejoining the main force, is now south 
or Yentai mines, about ten miles from 
Liiioyaiig. 

'J'lie troops which were left at Liao- 
ynng and '1110 surrounding forlilientious 
to cover the retreat, crossed the Tuit.se 
river Saturday and occujiicd the right 
ibunk oft the river. .The report, says that

Gen. StJikelberg's first .nrniy corps, 
which was reported yesterday iih hav- 
ing' been cut off to the westward of Liao- 
y;ing. lias Iieeii .safi'ly extricated. 

Gen. Kiiroiiatkiii telegraphs nt " 
''clock (Ui Saturday evening tlint the 
reater portion of his army Ava.s then 
outh of Yentai, ahout ten miles north- 



east of Liaoyang; and tliat the other- 
portion of it Was crossing the Taitso 
river and taking up u position on th» 
right bank. 

This message, wliieh was received by 
the Kmperor early Sunday morning, 
threw a iiioi-l" Jiopeful light on the po- 
sition of the Hiissiau army and- the au- 
thorities heaved sighs of relief.

■of goods sent on the Knigiht Comkuaud-

"The Kuiglit Commander met with

■•Evidently there was a prolonged eon- 
Jlereuce aboard Uie czar's ahip as to our 
fate, for although th^ Jleet , Kept us well

.o'clock the ne.'ct morniug that detinue 
-action was taken in our case. At that 
.time a launch put over to us, and our 
.'manifests were again gone over iu a

"Then there are the iiiiiuliers oi' the 
men in both armies, aiul their training.

:the day of his birth. They form a mag- 
aiificent fighting force."

Tokio, Sept. 4.— Gen. Oku undoubted- 
ly caught ^tlie :rbiggesU.^iSectioni..of the 
llu.ssian; fcentre!'6n Its.vflig^itftOA^ tlio 
Taitze river, 'wliicb;' 'toeeauae'- of " excess- 
ive rains, has overflown Its banks, The 
Itussians aibaudoiied many of their big 
gnus at dawn, and Iniiidrcds of their 
supply wagons, but their rear guard 
had to be strengthened to det'end the 
men who were allempliug to cross to 
Kuropatkiii's relief. Lien. Xodzu's 
army, that 'is, his left division, evi- 
dently swung around l.iaoyaiig to lake 
the place of (ien. Oku's riglit, and all 
that has heen received from hiui is a 
huUelin that pri>bahiy 100,000 Russians 
were iu the northern defences of the 
city. 

This is the first .sndicaUon . hero that 
Gen. Kuropatkin was unable to with- 
draw in force from tho iiortli side of the 
rivei', and nvhile it has not been auipli- 
tind by any message from Itarou Uyani.i, 
the coiistructiou nut upuii it is that the 
Jinssians still lioUl laaoyiuig, or rather 
that two-thirds of llieir army is trap- 
1 ed. unable to retreat and prevented 
irorii lighting either on the soutu or 
west because the Japanese artillery 
dominates the town. 

The most iilea.sing news today was 
the bullefin' from Gen. Kuroki that his 
ainiy had begun lighting at Yonthai, 
ten miles northeast of l^iaoyang. This 
ui'.doulitedly means the coal mines sec- 
tion, as the town proper is ou the rail- 
road, six miles directly north of the 
'Taitzo river. J'.ack of the wal inines, 
toward llie railroad, are iiiMoy hills, 
two of them I.SIMI feet high, :iiid in all 
proibability ICiiroki's army already has 
obtaim.ll possession, thus eoiiirolliiig tlie 
railroad with batteries of artillery. 

It is believed that Gen. Kuroki was 
able to take more men across the river 
tb.an Gen. Kuropatkin. 

When the result of his eugagenient 
reaches 'Tokyo, the greatest victory oi' 
tho war will he recorded, Inasmuch as 
the Russian line of retreat will liavu 
been ibroken toward Mukden, it is rec- 
ognized that the atla<'k ou the heiirhls 
of Yonthai is a formidahlo proccodiiig, 
but it is thought hero that the Japaii- 
es3 commander, with his usual fore- 
siKht, arranged many of the detiiils in 
advance, . ' 

It is probable that his infantry seized 
all the strategic points before it was 
necessary to bring all the guns into ac- 
t'on. Bxcepfctfdr .!=;tlJe tbree bulletiua 
from Oku, Nodzii aha Kuroki, nothing 
has been received from the scene of 
war. Baron Oyania has not heen heard 
from, but it is moiuoutnrily expected 
that another Ru.s.«4an defeat, and oms 
of great proportions, will be an- 
nounced.

!s not a single ureat Industry nor business 
Interest or social class without a ehaui- 
plou at Westminster. This composite char- 
acter will be well represented In the dele- 
gation of llfty or more members of parlia- 
ment which Is starting for America at the 
close of this month. It Includes not mere- 
ly Englishmen, Scotchmen, Irishmen and 
Welshmen, but also leaders of Industries, 
pronilni'Ut memliers of the bar, euilnent 
soldiers and sailors, bankers and shipown- 
ers,- country squires and merchants, peers, 
and&worklng men.

One of the beat known E!hgU8li;.'me.mbcrH 
of this deputation Is Sir Charles Howard 
Vincent, who has represented Sheflleld 
since lS.Sr>, and Is a protectionist of the old 
guard. A native of Sussex and the son of 
one of the canons of Chichester, he had a 
military education at Sandhurst, married 
an heiress, and found leisure for cultlv.^t' 
Ing his talents as an organizer and a 
writer, lie practiced at the bar for two 
years; was director of criminal luvcstlga- 
lions for the metropolitan police for sis 
years; had terms of honorable sc^rvlce in 
tlie Metropolitan Board of Works and thft 
ijondoii County Council; devoted much 
time to the develoi)ment of the au.\!llary 
forces, being commandant of the Queen's 
Westndnster volunteers for a long periiiii; 
made journeys around tin; world with 
I.ad.v Vincent, one of the most Indefatigable

— A man about 
thirty-live years old walked briskly into

.sioii yesterday and asked for Secretary 
Doiiiinio 1. Murphy. , 

"1 have u business proposition to make 
io the canal coniiuission," said the 
caller as soon as ho liad been uslierod 
into Secretary Murphy's room. "Here 
is my card, sir," . presenting a bit of 
iJnstolioard bearing the name "U. L. 
Guerry," and in 'the corner. In smnll 
typo, "The Cliiueso: Comoany." 

"The Chinese uompany," - ho said, 
"wants to furnish the labor for con- 
iStinicting the Pannmn caiml. Wo are 
■prepared' to send to Panama from 1,000 
to 00,000 aiblo-bodied Chinese, every one 
of -wliom will have had e\]ierienee at 
li.ard manual labor. 



"Thee Chinese:! Oompnny ' has \ , goiie' 
tiiorouglily iuto ' the ■ iBdtter and is' iire- 
pared to compete wicii any Aiaericiiii or 
ii'oreign syndicato that may make a pro- 
posal for supplying labor, for the canal.

He said tho (luestion of labor 
was yet to be settled by the canal com- 
mission, nnd that it would hinge ou 
(Whether the government or n private 
contnu-'tor was to dig the ditch. He 
requested his caller to put the proposal 
into formal written shape.

" "For many years experiments have 
"Iieen going on for the purpose of troat- 
-rinK peat in such a way as to make the 
product a good substitute for coal. In 
. an experimental -jjjpiyi^ftcre efiforts have 
.'l>een more or less' successful, but the 
'clitBeulty has been to place the industry 
Hj:on a commercially paying basis. Many 
:years ago the Grand Trunk Railway 
. i)scdiSi%^pj4t;but of the peat bogs along 
J the iine 'wit'hout other treatment than 
. drying.' Special fire boxes were used 
..for the puriiose. It 'was more or less 
success, but hnally discarded in favor 
. •of coal. A gentleman ; named Dixou in 
Toronto several years ago perfected a 
nmehiiie wh ich turned out a i)roduct 
Iirnctically equal, and in some respects 
..superior to coal, for, steam purposes and 
at. a price which competed successfully 
m'th coal. A company was formetl for 
Ihe purpose of operatint,' it, but we have 
not hearil of it since, altliouph it may 
a e successfully in use. It is now an- 
nounced that Mr. J. C. ■ Morrison of 
t.'hicago claims to have treated peat so 
.Ifectivcly that, as a fuel, it will rank 
Avith anthracite coal. This is iinport- 
:nit ir' n'ue, as in luauy parts of Canada 
ilii rii aio immense bogs that could be 
l>;olitably utilized. In British Columbia 
wlure coal is so plentiful it woulil not 
'd;e a matU'i- of much concern, as it 
would ibe dilUcult to manufacture an 
article to compete with the natural pro- 
duct, mined as it is, at our doors. In 
the cciilral iiart of Ontario, liowevi.-r, it 
wiJiilil be an inimeusu advantage to be 
a\>lf to supply a product to replace the 
. importeifl anthracite from the United 
.States, ■

The 
Minneapolis J<iurnal tliiuks the Japa- 
mcse have made clear wliy tliey defeat

.tiniities, and to act upon them. Our 

• contemporary illustrates this by nn cx.- 
^tract from a despatch, as follows:

THE VALUE OF A 1>ENIAL. 

During tho last session of Pnrll-in.'euf 
it was qharged on the fioor .if tn.> Ho.ife 
that Mr. F. B. Wade, M. P., for Aun.Tp- 
olis was to be one of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Railway Commissioners.

It may be uii.geuerous to charge that 
Mr. Wade was aware that lie was go- 
ing to get the appointment and had 
knowledge of it 'being in. contemplotion, 
but it is a striking coincidence that, in 
so short a time after the House closcl, 
lie was nppoiiiteil. If Mr. Wade was 
honest in his denial at the tijue it was 
certainly a good guess on the part of 
the member who made it. It is possi- 
ble, of course, that the charge he made 
first suggested the idea to Mr. Wtide 
and that the thing grew upon him so 
strongly that lu' could not resist ii. Let 
us be charitable and accept that as tho 
explanation. 



THIO TKU:M AMIOIMCAX. 

.Mr. .\ylcsworth objects to the as- 
sumjitiou by the United States of tho 
ri.glit of its people to be known as 
Americans. Views differ very widely 
ever, in Canada on this subject. As 
we have iK.iiitod out on several occas- 
ions, the people of the United States, 
in regard to a name, are someAvhat han- 
dicapped an not being luble to invent 
a name for themselves which will bo 
(lis! inctively their own. The term 
American applies of course with ciiual 
right to,. Canadians, Brazilian's, *fexi- 
cans, 'and ih' fnct to nil the inhaldtants 
of North and South -\merica, including 
the Indians, who are really the only 
people justly entitled to the appellation. 
Tho iloutreal Gazette, however, points 
out that by common consent the. people 
of the United States are referred to as 
Aii.cricans in I-Jurope and generally on 
the continent of America, and while 
they are not strictly and technically en- 
titled to tho exclusive use of tlie dis- 
tinction, nevertheless there is no dero- 
gation of right or advantage to us as 
Canadians in permitting them to use it. 
Xor is there any likelihood of a mis- 
take ns to what is meant when the 
term American is used. The Gazette 
points out that the way for Canadians 
to get recognition is to be known as 
Cauadiaiis and not as Americans. It 
suv-s: 

Kuphony certainly <li'nian(ls u name 
l'<ir the people of the United States 
that is not satisfied .by anything to be 
derivisl from the first portion of the 
national cognomen. The pcojile of Can- 
ada are more fortunately situatiMl. 
Where they aro kuown as Canadians 
there is no danger of tlieir being mis- 
taken for anyom^ else. We will not 
lose anytiiing by allowing the peotile of 
tlu^ United States to be known as Ameri- 
ca ns, but w.e are losing a great deal 
•whcu we neglect being known ns Can- 
adians wherever we may go. Tlie Can- 
adian wlio insists uiion being kuown 
as a Canadian is au advertisement for 
his country; the Canadiuu wlio would 
li" culled an American is not. '

HISTORY OF NEW 

ALASKAN CABLE 



Scheme Was F|rst Mooted In 
1 86 i}--A Story of Absorbing 
interest. 



The newly laid Seiittlo-Sitka cable is 
kept hninniing with messages these 
days, says Sunday's Post-liitelligeiicer. 
Prom all over the I'liiled Stales peoiile 
are awakening to the realization that 
at longlli Alaska is in close telegraphic 
touch with the States and each day 
brings increased patronage to tho wire. 

'i'lie history of the building ot the ca- 
ble lino is of more than ordinary interest 
1 has never, as yet, been wrilion in 
full. The actual inception of the work 
was in 1801, when the idea first gained 
ground that tho most feasible way to 
get telegraphic communication with Ku- 
ropi' was by way of St. Potersbiirg. 
During that year throe oxiiedilions 
started north to suiwoy a feasible route 
for the lolegruph cable. The first was 
ill command of F. H. Lnnib, the present 
superintoudent of the Western Utilou 
Telegraph Company in San Francisco, 
which concern was from the first the 
father of the scheme. This expedition 
landed at Teller,.aud worked(Up towards 
t.'iipe Nome. Tlie'ospedftibnv took; .with 
it a large amount of paraphernalia, soiuo 
of whicli still remains at Toller, bearing 
mut(? ovidonco of the early elTorts to 
install the same system that was, a 
week ago, perfected by Col. iVlIen and 
.Major Russell of the signal cori)s of the 
army. 

Of tho other two expeditions ono was 
in charge of George Konnan, theu a 
.vouiig telegraph operator from Youugs- 
town, O., who. has since attained much 
fame through llls",8tories of life in Rus- 
sia, which caused 'him to be banished 
from that country and ordered by the 
Czar never to return. The other es- 
peilition landed at Wraugel and worked 
up the Stickoon river. • 
\ The expwlition of Mr. Kciinan accom- 
plished, propably, the greatest amount 
(.f iiionocr work. At the time it started 
out Russia owned everything along tho 
proposed right of way from .St. Potors- 
burg to Port Simpson, a distauco of 
LKMI inilos. The llussian government, 
willing to eo-oporato in tho schomo by 
every means in its power sent out .ui 
army coriis across Siberia to moot tic.: 
iiitreiiiil Anioricans, and escorted the 
nienibers of the expeililion to St. Pi'ters- 
hiirg. Mr. Keiinan iiiiiiiciliately became 
active, liooniiiig the eiiterpriso liy moans 
of magazine articles descrijitivo of lifi'. 
ill till' O.ar's possessions, and these, it is 
said, have done much to give AnierlciiH 
an ide;i of what life in Russia really 
was. His later arrticlcs. however. w.'';i- 
Icii in a siiirit of bitterness, arc, it 's 
alleged, not entirely borne out liy fact.-* 
anil caused his exclusion froiii Uiissiaii 
territory.

SEATTLB-8ITKA CABLE. • 
Seattle Dally Times. 

Major K. Itiissell, Uriltod .States signal 
corps, has sent to the Times at the ru- 
cpiest of Col. Janu'S Alien, the following 
Interesting facts and stiitlstli's concerning 
the new Seattle-Alaska cable: 

The manufacture of the cable was be- 
gun in April, 1003, the entire cable bciug 
made at Bayonne,. N. J., .opposite Staton 
Island,' N, ,Tf^i,imd -sent <In two .shiploads 
nroiind' Cape Horn to' Seattle>i 

The structure of .the cahle' 'Is n's follows: 
The copper conductor, , weighing 130 poundH 
Iicr inlh.', Is made up of toii. small ,,\yircs 
twisted tot'ctber. ' .^' ' ' ' " '' 

The wire Is tlnis strandediito.'jgtye. .the 
conductor greater iI('.xlbllUy.;Vand, docrcose 
the liability to rupture. Ar'onnd this con- 
ductor then; is a cylindrical Insulating' 
covering of vuIcanIz<'U rnliber N-o'J of ,in 
Inch In dliinieter. Ont.side of this is wrap- 
jied a strong tape, then a protective pad- 
ding of two layers of Jute. On this Is 
laid, closely the galvanized steel armor 
wire, which constitutes tlie protecllvt! cov- 
ering and gives the cable its ;;reat tensile 
stren(.'tli. 

A llniii covering' of tfirreil Jnt(^ is put on 
tile (inlslile iif tlic armor wires, 'I'lie ruli- 
lier I'lHlipiiuilil alJJjlilMl nil tile iiutside of 
llie copper •■(inilnetcir is (if Uie lii;.'liest 
<iniilil.v ,inil Is aiiplieil si'amlcssly. This 
last feature Is iinpiirtant, as It Is a recent 
achievement nf American manufacturers, 
and Cdnstituies a miirhed advance over 
the older ciiMes nmiie wltli rnbljer lusula- 
liim. L'p Ici the pre.Miit time f,'utt;i pcrcha. 
In jihK.'c (if rulilier. has been exclusively 
used for all long deep sea cables. 

Gutta percha l.s jiot only niuch,,c08j;llcr 
than rubber, but It rciiulres mach':grcatbr 
care In handling. I'.y using niliber lusula- 
llon the signal ciiriis not milv si'chits :i 
enlile whleli will wltlisl:inil inii.li r..ii-li 
handling, lint also one wlileli will 'n-i llnle 
more than half what a gutta iiereim enlili' 
would cost. 

On long subinaMne c.ibles It Is Imjios- 
filblo to use the same kind of receiving 
Instruments that are familiar to those ac- 
iimiinted with operations uf laud lines. 

Till" difficulty Is due to the retardation 
of the signals caiiseil by the enormous 
capacity nnd roslstuiiee of tlie calile, A 
sliarp, ipilck current ,seiit Into one end of 
the cable comes out at tlic other as a 
current wave, grailnniiy Increasing and as 
gradually dying out. It Is necessary to 
have some Instrument wliieb will,' so to 
speak, detect delicate rlpides of current 
BupB^lmbosea^6nathcae;i8Iowec'. whVes. Such 



an Instrument Is the siphon recorder In- 
vented by Lord Kelvin. The signals are 
received In a delicately pivoted coll whose 
almost Imperceptible movements are com- 
mnnl(?ated to a cai>lllary glass siphon tube. 

One end of this tube dips Into a small 
reservoir of Ink. The other end touches 
a moving paper tape on which the signals 
are recorded as waves In the ink line. The 
siphou Is kept constantly vibrated to re- 
duce the friction against the paper tape. 
Some idea ot the delicacy of this Instru- 
ment may be galued when It Is stated that 
one llvc-tbousandtli part of the current 
necessary to operate the ordinary telegraph 
relay will give strong readable signals on 
the siphon recorder. The- signals are pro- 
duced in reversed directions corresponding 
to the dots and dashes. 

Each cable ofllce Is provided with a eom- 
pleta testing set, and every week or often- 
cr the cable Is thoroughly tested to detect 
any Incipient flaw In the Insulating envel- 
ojie or (levelojilng fracture in the conductor. 
Ill many cases- It would be possible weeks 
or months before it seriously . interfered 
with the operation of the cable to detect 
and locate a- fault add 'proceed,' with ; its 
repair by the cableship before iDterruptlon 
of communication. The two greatest en- 
emies of cables, ore ship's anchors in the 
shallow waters iahd earthquakes in the 
deeper. 

Curious accidents have occurred, such 
as the entangling of a whale In the cable 
or the biting and crushing of the cable by 
sword llsli or saw Ush.

Tlio great totem . polo iu Pioneer 
siiiiiiro bus exeiteil the wonder of many 
visitor.s to Seattle. Iu comiiioii with 
other old settiers, I have often boon 
iislceil the nieitiiiiig of tlio ligures curved 
tlu're liy tlie Indian artist. It was svith 
slitiine that 1 coiifesseil to little or no 
real !;iiii\vleilgo ot the suliject, iinil so, 
when an iniiiiiry to the I'ost-lutcliigeii- 
cer was referrmi to mo for answer, I set 
to work on tlie case in real earnest. The 
prolilcni i)rovt'd luiicli iiioro dilllcult tlmn 
was suspected, but tlie rosult is satisfy- 
ing tu iiK', anil 1 hope, it will prove 
i'i|uiilly so to the iutereste<l renders o( 
the I'ost-Iutelligencur, , - ■ ■ ■ 

The story of the search, for informa? 
tion will help to impircss ' the' import- 
nuco of accuracy In all- such cases. In 
the lirst place a,dqzen,j)U6tograplis 'wnrc 
secured and one' of J.th^86:;:\ya8:'seiit witli 
eacli letter seclcing ,!'nfcrmatioD.i - 

The lioadqiiarters for all suchikiiowl- 
I'llge in litis country is the Bureau of 
.Vmericaii Ethnology, at 'WhshliiKton 
City. . The, reply from that soiirce wa.s 
lis follows: 

"Heplying to your fnvor of April 2nd, 
1 regret to say that our expert In totem 
polo lore is now at Fort Wrangel, Alas- 
ka, when' he is pursuing liis studies. 
I'erliaps if you address liiin there iinine- 
iliiitely he will lie alile to rcsiioiiil liefiu'e 
leaving for San Kraiicisco. llowevor, 
if you are not in haste for the informu- 
tioii.'

"In the polo shown in the illustra- 
tion sent me we liiive at the base the 
eagle, and passing upward, tlie killer 
whale, the raven. Hie lietir (or other 
qitailrii)i(>d,i, the frog ('.'1, a nuin nnd a 
liirtl (which in this case may be a kiiig- 
tisher or possilily an ea.gle or a liinvk-- 
tlie photograph does not give it clearly). 
These tire all, or nearly nil, creatures 
liaviiig a place in the mythology of the 
people, ami if not deities, arc supposed 
to be possessed of sup^rnatarar powers. 
They may. be^,toteing qf indfyidilals. fam- 
ilies, or clani" :':Thpir,'iCurtSu8':'relatibns 
in the pole indii;'(tte,Hhe "relations of the 
dirforont nhiihal concepts in the myths 
and stories of the people, and only the 
sculptor himself or his familj' can in any 
case fully explain the signilicanpo." 

Thus .Air. \V. II. Holmes, chief of that 
important buronu, souglit to give nil the 
help lie could, though it is evident he 
was in doubt about the animals intended 
to , lie portrayed by the sculptor. The 
ie.xpert referred to by Prof. Holmes was

inquiry cnme from Riverside, Cal., as 
follows:

"llail your letter come to hand n week 
earlier I would have interviewed one 
of the Tongns Indians, then in 'Wrangel, 
regarding it, but he had left wlieu it 
.•irriveil. T-'sutilly, it is time thrown 
iiway to seek an e.tplanalion of ii pole 
ill one town from some one in another. 
The proper persons to interview on this 
sulijeci lire tlie Tongas tliemselvef:. most 
of whom are now, I believe at Ketchi- 
kan; nnd it was impraeticalile for me to 
stop at that place. I was told tliat tliere 
u.sed to be three principal families or 
ilivision.s at Tongas (Ganahudi, Tokoe- 
lii and Dukthawed), the first ofwhich is 
Haven nndt tlie two last of the "Wolf 
clan. The two former were tlio most 
numerous, nnd. if I might hazard a 
guess. I should say that the pole prob- 
ably belonged to .the Tegocdi. Some day 
1 expect to reach Ketcliiknn, and would 
tlieii be pleased to find the proper es- 
planatioii. i.Vt the sniiio time -I think you 
would hardly care to wait so long, and 
suggest that you lunko the acquaintance, 
by letter at least, of some competent 
licrsiui ill Ivi'li'hikan. It ought not ti 
111' very iliHieitlt for such a one to ex- 
tract the desired iiiformntion. 

"It seldom makes inncli difference 
wlii'tlicr you explain a totem polo up or 
ilowii. .\nioiii,' ill" llnidn there are two 
I.ypis of house iioles, iiiH' illusiraliiig sto- 
lies, tile iiilii'i' ciiiiiaiiiiiii: the <'rosts of 
tlie niiiii anil wil'c who ]iiil the iiole uii. 
• Jrave posts grticrally present Ihi' crests 
of those fur «-liiiiii they werr pul lip. 
.\iiiiiiig till' Tlingit a cre-.l syslriii was

"i'Vither" nuiieaii, j)t Jletlnknlitlil,

same desire to be cautious: 

"Votir letler is to hand, but I rogret 1e 
s.iy I <'atinot just at present give you 
the informal ion you ask for, as none of 
the Itiiliaiis who are interested in the 
tiii.em pole you mention are now at 
home. Whi-n I see any of llinii I wiil 
try l<i get from them the jiarl icula'- 
IcL-eiHi or fiillJore which it ill list rat i"-'. 
-Ml I can reail of il now without their 
aid is that it iM'preseiits the smybols of 
the Caiiiiila clan, which is oni' of ll.e 
I'oiii' clans into whicli all llie liiiliniii-' 
are socially iliviiled,"

coast that I have lost all coulidcnce iu 
information given by outsiders concern-

"I have seen and admired tho lotcm 
pole ill Hie public siiuare of Seattle, but, 
l Ue yourself, Dear .\Ir. :^!eau'y,;vI.^cpuM 
not explain tlie weauiug'''of?'thb.('flgureB, 
and 1 am of the opinion tliat7rio: brie else 
can except the family in wliose !ionor 
the monument was put up and of course 
members of the same clan or parties 
who got their jutormation from the fam- 
ily or clan itself." 

Hon. Johu G. Brady, governor ot 
Alaska, is another pioneer of tliut in- 
teresting territory, who has been; .a 
keen observer, lie is one of tlio best- 
informed men living, on all subjects iier- 
tainiiig to .Maska, ."\Iy letter was for- 
warded from Sitka to St. IaiiiIs, wliere 
he is at work on Alaska's exhiliil at the 
world's tair. lie took time to tell me 
aliout Mrs. Kihvaril JIar.siloii and liei 
two brothers, William and David K. 
Kiuiuook, of Ketchikan, who lieloiiged 
to tile family originally owning the Se- 
attle totem pole, "aud the iiiterpretii- 
tion tliey give you can rely upon." 

1'lie governor'.s private secretary at 
Sitka then unilcrtook to got me the de- 
sireil infornmtion from that family, iiiid 
has just forwarded the following inter- 
esting and reliable letter from David 10. 
Kiiiinook, of Ketchikiui: 

"1 have just received your lettei', and 
I am g»'ug to tell you the story of tli.-, 
totem pole. Now, the top one is a 
<'row liimself, and the next one from 
the polo top is a man. That crow hav4 
told him a story. Urow have told him 
a good-looking woman want to married 
some man. - So he did marry her. Shii 
was a Frog. And the fourth one is n 
mink. One, tiuie the story says that 
one time' it - was a high tide for soiiio 
time, and 'so crow got marry to mink, 
so crow he eats any kind of iishes from 
the water. After some time crow got 
tired of mink, and ho leave her, and li* 
get married to that whale killer, and 
then crow he have all lie want to ea'. 
That last one on tlie totem pole is tli« 
father of the crow. The story says on* 
lime it got dark for si loii.:,' while. U'lie 
(larkiies.s was all over the world, aud 
only crow's father was the only oin; 
can give light to tin; world. He simply 
got a key. lie kei'ps the sun aud moon 
ill a chest, that one time crow liave ask 
his father if lie play with the sun aud 
moon iu tiie house, hut was not allowed, 
so he start crying for iniiiiy days un- 
til he was sick. So his father let him 
pla.v with it anil he liav<> it for many 
days. And one day he li't the moon in 
the sk.v by niistake, Imt he keep the 
sun, and he which take time before ho 
could get his changes to go tiutsiile oi 
the liimsi'. .Vs soon as he was out lie 
let the sun back to the sky again, nnd 
it was liiilit all over the world again.
